When the friends bad assembled in the 
afternoon to ley H eir last respects to 
the dead minister, and the boor had 
come lo begin the seivice, a vc ice, ti most 
angelic in its tone, aud ti Isl with the 
deepest pathos, came from the center- 
table, 
singing tb it beautiful fnnertl 
hymn: 
A few more jears 6hall roll, 
A few more reasons come, 
And we shall be with those we love, 
In the land be; oi_d the eun. 
The effect was marvelously tonoLiug ’ 
for elm ott everybody present dUtin ctly 
recognize the voice cf Mrs. Horne, who 
had died last summer. A feeling, is said, 
cf superstitious awe pervaded the whole 
assembly, end every eye was dimmed by, 
tears, Hat presently the friends learned 
that the vcioe so dearly recognized, came 
from a phonograph, and then wonder 
took the place of superstitious awe. 
When the hymn was sung, Charles 
Horne, a nephew of the deceased, and 
who seemed to have the service in charge, 
quietly readjusted the machine by plac­ 
ing therein another roll c f paper, and 
then came from that wonderful machine 
the voice of the dead minister preaching 
his own funeral sermon.

wnrd that “ two women fainted aud bad

At the p iut in the 
address jrhere the dx ceased’s wife, who 
bad died eight months previously, was 
eferred to, the voice of the deceased 
minister bad evidently broken down, 
and from the matt ament the terrible 
Bounds of a strong man weeping and un­ 
able 1 1 restrain bim«eif broke out with 
teriible reel st ic force.’'

When the sermon was conclud­ 
ed and the voice of tie dead quitt y died 
away, the ne phew trrncged two machines 
on the table, mid then wee beal ti the to- 
praro ut the wife end the baritone cf the 
husband joining in a beautiful duet suit­ 
able for the occasion.

Bever*I in the audience tried to j in in 
the famili*r hymn, but the voice of the 
dead a n i tfcobe cf the living were so 
strangely contrasted, thatjhe hvmg voices 
choked with em otion.

TWO GAMBLERS ENGAGE IN A 


BLOODY SHOOTING AFFRAY. 


Men, Women, and Children Crawl Under 
Seats for Safety—Other Criminal 
Matters. 


St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 28.—M ark A. 
Baron, a Chicago gambler, was shot and 
dangerously wounded by Charles Hat­ 
field of Henderson, Ky., on an Iron 
M ountain train near Dexter, Mo., Tues­ 
day night about IO o’clock. 
B&ren and 
a companion, George Jones; also of 
Chicago, had engaged in a game of poker 
with 
Hatfield and a traveling man 
named Keller. 
It was a “skin” game, and Hatfield, 
who looked like a farmer, caught the 
idea 
after 
losing 
about 
$700, 
and 
started 
for 
Baron 
with 
an 
ugly-looklng 
revolver 
in 
his hand. 
He first struck Baron with the weapon, 
then shot him in the wrist and right 
breast, inflicting ugly and possibly fatal 
wounds. 
There was a wild scene on the 
train. 
Women screamed and fainted 
and men dodged behind seats until all 
the shooting was over. 
W ithout a word Hatfield turned when 
his revolver was emptied and coolly 
walked into the next car. 
Baron was 
carried to Poplar Bluff and when he 
reached thoro was unconscious from loss 
of blood. 
No effort was made to catch 
Hatfield, who left the train before 
it roached 
Poplar 
Bluff, 
It being 
evident th at ho 
was not to blame. 
There was some talk of an old grudge 
between tho men about a woman, but 
Jones, who was “ playing in” with Baron, 
admits that he and Baren were fleecing 
Hatfield and Keller with marked cards.

L o u isv ille , Ky., Feb. 28.—Tho Ohio 
river has reached a flood stage.

A few days ago fie Rev. Father De 
Kelver, of Oshkosh, gave a public ex­ 
pression if his views on the Bennett law 
which are so thorough ly American in 
tp iiit that they are worth rep-ating.

The opposition to the Bennett law 
comes largely from those who misunder­ 
stand its meaning and regard it as ,n op­ 
ponent t > our parochial Rchooic, which ir, 
is not. I f >r one am in fovor ut the en­ 
forcement of the fow for the reason that 
every one ehoald speak the English lan­ 
guage and tine law in time wilt fender 
the language a necessity.

ASSASSINATE 
HIM. 


Attempt to 
Kill 
■ Leading 
Columbus 
Physician In His Own Moose. 
Columbus, Ohio, Feb. 28.—About It 
o'clock last night a desperate attem pt 
w as mado to assassinate Dr. Alexander 
Neil, one of the leading physicians and 
best known men of this city. 
An un­ 
known man called at his residence and 
rang tho bell. 
The Doctor, who is suf­ 
fering from influenza, went to the door 
and asked what was wanted. 
The m a n tid he wanted the doctor to 
go and attend his sick wife. Tho Doctor 
asked him who he was and where he 
lived. 
The visitor answered that he was 
Corbin, 
and th at he lived on E a s t1 
Goodalo street. 
The Doctor said he was 
too ill to go out, but would fix him some 
powders. 
He did so and opened the 
door a few’ inches to hand them out. 
The man thereupon burst Into the hall, 
drew’ his revolver, and, placing it against 
the doctor’s head, said, “ I’ll kill you,” 
at the same time he pulled the trlggor, 
but the revolver failed to go off. 
After a desperate struggle the Doctor 
succeeded in taking tho revolver a way 
from tho assassin, and the latter fled. 
Tho family with 
the Doctor, 
then 
went upstairs. 
Directly the man came 
back and smashed in several windows 
with big stones. 
The doctor’s daughter 
ran to the telephono and called up tho 
police headquarters. 
A patrol wagou 
was sent, to the residence and a guard 
placed at tho house. 
The doctor was the attending physi­ 
cian of the late Miss Hollis, whose mys­ 
terious death created such a furor in 
Cincinnati, to which city her remains 
were taken, and this attem pted assassi­ 
nation may be connected w ith tho un­ 
happy affair.

ProL John F. Weir Ila* Just Completed 
the Bronc# Model. 
Newt H a v e n , Conn., Feb. 27.—Prof. 
John F. W eir of the Yale art school has 
completed a model for the bronzo statue 
of Dr. Woolsey. 
The statue is to be six­ 
teen feet high, including a 
granite 
pedestal, the figure being of heroic size. 
President Woolsey is represented as 
seated In a Greek chair, symbolical of 
the professorship of Greek which ho 
filled here previous to his election to tho 
place of president in 1848. He is clothed 
in his presidential robes, symbolizing 
his 
presidency 
of 
fifteen 
years 
over 
the 
university. 
One 
hand 
holds a book, while the other rests 
in his lap. 
The face was sculptured 
from life and was verified by a facial 
cast, also taken from life. 
The pose of 
the head is erect and tho eyes look 
straight forward. 
The inscriptions for 
four sides of the pedestal have not yet 
beefi decided upon, nor is it known ex­ 
actly where the statue, when completed, 
will be p u t 
Prof. Weir has been over two year9 de­ 
signing this model and it will probably 
be about the same length of time before 
the bronze statue will be finished.

Not a Pimple on Baby

Pfofessor W. A. Henry, of the Wis­ 
consin Agricultural College, answers 
an inquiry as to a way of ridding a 
field of white grub worms, as follows, 
through the Farmers’ Review: 
The white grub is the larval form of 
the brownish beetle, commonly known 
as the May beetle, which often comes 
into our houses summer evenings at­ 
tracted by the lamDllght 
The grub 
requires three years to mature and de­ 
velop into the beetle. 
When small 
they attract little or no attention, and 
only when approaching maturity do we 
observe them and their ill effects. After 
going over the subject pretty thorough ­ 
ly and reading upon the deferent pro­ 
posed remedies, it must be confessed 
that there is no simple, easy way of 
disposing of the white grub. 
This grub appears very irregularly, 
often ruining the crop on one field and 
not touching that on the adjoining one, 
and disappears as suddenly as it came 
without apparent cause. . 
This irregularity lies at the bottom 
of most of the remedies, I think. 
A 
farmer applies a certain supposed rem­ 
edy and no grubs appear, while in the 
next field or on a neighbor's farm the 
grub is bad. 
He attributes his im­ 
munity to the remedy, and announces 
the result to the world. 
Perhaps the 
grub would not have done any damage 
if the remedy had not been applied. 
Probably the most practical way of 
reducing the numbers is by fall plow­ 
ing, and frequently stirring the soil be­ 
fore planting, so as to exjwse all of the 
grubs possible to be picked up by the 
birds, gophers and tho r other natural 
enemies. 
Such cultivation should not 
be charged entirely to the grub, for the 
soil may be greatly improved by it In 
France, where this grub is often very 
bad, peasants check its ravages some­ 
what by carefully collecting and de­ 
stroying the beetles found feeding on 
trees and shrubs, thereby preventing 
©ffgs being laid. 
This is lmrdly prac­ 
ticable in America.

W heat Bran. 
One advantage with this is that in 
addition to being1 a good feed for stock, 
it also enhances the vaiuo of the ma­ 
nure heap almost to the extent of the 
cost of the bran. 
It is one of the few 
materials that the farmer can afford to 
purchase for feeding, but the best re­ 
sults can be secured by mixing and 
feeding with cut feed. 
While not a complete food in itself, 
bran adds to the value of cut hay, straw 
and fodder, and by mixing thoroughly 
after cutting, stock can be wintered if 
given a full feed of this with but little 
grain. 
And for this reason it will be 
found a cheap food. 
It supplies, to a 
large extent, the elements of nutrition 
that the other materials are deficient 
in, so that by combining, good rations 
can be made up. and in this way much 
that cannot bo used to the best advan­ 
tage alone can, by combing with bran, 
be made into a good feed for stock. 
And better results can be obtained 
by cutting and mixing than by feeding 
alone. Stock are often inclined to pick 
over straw and fodder when fed whole, 
and much is often wasted in this way, 
when, if cut and bran is added, the per 
cent of waste is very small. 
Few Western farmers cut their fod­ 
der, because they cannot feed it out A 
large per cent finds it profitable to cut 
up and shock what they can feed out 
and the rest is left 
Some turn their 
stock into their fields after the corn is 
taken out and let them take off the best 
of the fodder, and the rest is plowed 
under. 
But by cutting the fodder and adding 
bran the quality of the feed is improved 
and there is less waste. 90 that it can 
be made a more profitable food than if 
fed whole, while the manure is not 
only of a better quality but is much 
more easily handled. 
For sheep and milch cows there are 
few materials that will equal bran; and 
when it is an item to secure the largest 
flow of milk bran can be fed to the 
milch cows regularly all the time with 
profit when it can be secured at what 
may bo considered a fair price; while 
with growing colts or mules it will re­ 
duce the amount of grain necessary to 
keep the stock in a good, thrifty con­ 
dition, 
Mixed with milk, it is one of the 
best of foods for growing pigs, or for 
the sows that are suckling pigs. 
So 
that a considerable quantity can be 
used to a good advantage, and espej 
dally durmg the winter.

This means eggs, and when 
spring comes eggs are in good demand 
for hatching purposes. 
Plenty of sunlight is essential to & 
healthy flock of fowls. 
Even in win­ 
ter, when sometimes the rays of the 
sun are a scarce sight, look at yout 
chickens when it does come and see 
how it brightens them. 
All poultry 
bouses should have a southern expos­ 
ure. 
By the introduction of several 
large windows, sunlight can be had, and 
he found very beneficial to them. 
The wisdom of “going it slow” aptly 
applies to raising poultry. 
A farmet 
who gets the fever, builds a large house, 
stocks up with the fineststock to be had 
and expects to make a fortune in a few 
years will see his mistake when toe 
late to rectify. All things should start 
in a modest way; more large enterprises 
have grown to paying ones from a 
small beginning than from too lurge a 
one. 
There is money to be made in 
poultry rightly managed, you can de­ 
pend upon it. 
Get as many early chicks out as you 
can. it means early-laying pullets next 
fall, and eggs In winter you know, are 
valuable and profitable. But weed out 
culls quickly after you see what you 
have; no use feeding poor stock, they 
eat as much as the good. 
Now, where 
is the economy in keeping them? This 
system of managing your stock should 
result well in every instance. 
It is al­ 
ways better to test a new plan before 
adopting it; we advise you to try this 
and see what there is in it.

Why ! r te demand for 
first cists geldings or mares if suitable 
age, w e-Lung from 1.400 pounds up­ 
ward, is t till lo excess of the supply, and 
the prices commanded by snob bones 
have si rays been eminently satisfactory 
and profitable. 
Notwithstanding the 
general depression which prevails all 
over this continent, and the almost ruin­ 
ous prioes going for cattle, hogs, ell 
kinds of grain and other farm products. 
it is a fact patent to all interested, that 
good grade draft horses have maintained 
their value mooh better than anything 
else; in fuel,they are about the only corn­ 
in.dity ou which the farmer is allowed to 
set bis own pnoe. The quality and tize of 
the average draft horse in this country 
to-day compared with that of ten or fif­ 
teen years ago show a wondeful ad­ 
vancement—an advancement wbieb may 
be considered phenomenal, and I think 
that nobody will dispute that this im- 
provem oitm draft horses bas been a 
source of bet efit to the whole country. 
It is doubtless true that in certain sec­ 
tions of the country there may be too 
many draft stallion?, and that conse­ 
quently the terms of service are so re­ 
duced as to make the business unprofit­ 
able to the 11 intoner; but after ail, this 
s an evil which ultimately notifies itself. 
What is needed, is a more thorough dis • 
tributicn and also better horses.

spavin, or oven a splint, gets cut en a

action and dispoeition and thoroughly 
sound. Of oouree snob mares are not too 
plentiful and always command excep­ 
tionally good price?. 
This que?tion of the dam proves a 
stumbling blook in Ibe path of progress 
made by the average breeder of all kinds 
f stock, and it should be berne in mind 
that no animal of any great excellence 
has been the prodnoe of a poor mother. 
Farmers should as far as they possibly 
oan sell cir their worst it wk bot retain 
tbtir beet brood mares and try to inoreee 
the number of ti em as opportunity of­ 
fer*.
